EAST UNDER SNOW BLANKET 


Three Killed and Many Injured on Slippery Chicago 
_ Streets; No Relief in Sight in Midwest 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—More snow tomorrow following a chilly night 
tonight with a slowly rising temperature Saturday, was the forecast for 
Chicago's pre-Christmas week -end.@ 


The coléest temperature reached 
since Tuesday came at 9 a.m. when 
degrees above sero was resg- 
istered. The mercury rose to 15 
above during the day. 

Sunday is expected to be colder 
with a strong wind from the south- 
west where parts of Kansas and 
Nebraska are shivering under «a 
ten-inch snow blanket. 

Heavy precipitation, either snow 
or rain, in parts of virtually every 
State except Fiorida, with a par- 
ticularly heavy snowfall in the 
lower lake region, giving Chi 
ite first snow of 
thie season end 
snowfall of the year in New York 
marked the progress of winter over 
the United States. 

THREE PERSONS KILLED 

Chicago's snowfall registered 
about one-half inch but it left the 
streets slippery. Three persons 
were killed and two injured yes- 
terday in automobile accidents. 
Dotens of were inj 
ships crashed in the harbor an 
a fuel famine threatened 1s a re- 
sult of New York's first heavy 
snowstorm this year. Extra police 
were placed on guard at lumber 
yards to keep the cold sufferers 
from depleting the yards. 

While temperatures were higher 
in the Eastern and Southern States, 
it remained unusually cold in the 
northwest region, and was colder 
from the upper Mississippi Valley 
southwestward to Colorado and 
the Texas Panhandle. Subsero tem- 

ratures were predicted for Ne- 

ka, Iowa and South Dakota, 
heralding another cold wave for 
these States. It was forecast that 
the thermometer-would drop to 10 
degrees below.

Dakota, while twelve-inch snow- 
falla were re ed at Chadron, 
Neb., and the bud territory in 
South Dakita. 

SLEET IN KANSAS

INDIANS IN 
CALIFORNIA 
INCREASING 


Report Shows Growth in 
School Attendance of 
Children 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
SACRAMENTO, Dec. 15. — The 


family of Lo, the poor Indian is 


increasing in California, according 
to a report filed today with Will C. 
Weod by Miss Georgiana Carden, 
State Supervisor of School Attend- 
ance, who has been investigating 
the attendance of children 
in the State. 

The report shows that the Indian 
population increased from 15,237 
in 1900 to 16,871 in 1910, and 17,- 
369 in 1920. Of the jatter number 
8102 were nora. 

Fedéral and State schools 
enroll about 4100 Indian children. 
the report shows, the Federal gov- 
ernment maintaining one nonres- 
ervation boarding school, three res- 
ervation boarding schools and six- 
teen day schools for Indian chil- 
dren. In twenty-eight counties the 
public schools enroll Indian chil- 
dten, the Federal government pay- 
ing a portion of the expense. 

Out of 9268 adult Indians, 4277 
are ilifterate, according to the re- 
port. Miss Carden comments on 
the school records, 
that retardation among Indian 
children is very great. She de- 
clared, however, that Indian chil- 
dren could be educated, pointing 
to graduates and students from 
Sherman Inetitute at Riverside. 
“Even the deapided Diggers have 
high school graduates,” she 
sai 


Greater attention to the educa- 
tion of the Indian in California is 
necessary to reduce the illiterate 
population, Wood declared.

Horticultural Board Will 
Hold Hearing 
Quarantine on Imports to be 
Discussed 


Vacuum Fumigators Urged 
. by Local Chamber

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Call- 
fornia will be represented here at 
the*public hearing before the Fed- 
eral Horticultural Board on the 
question of a more severe quaran- 
antine against the Mediterranean 
fruit fy and other similar pests 
which are said to endanger the 
fruit preduction of the United 
States. 

The Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce will be represented and 
Sentor Shortri also 
present. He 1 represent all the 
fruit growers of the State. . & 
Day of Loomis, Cal., president of 
the California Peach Canning As- 
sociation, is here for the confer- 
ence, and fruit men from all over 
the United States will be in at- 
tendance. 

In a letter received from the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
by Charman Morlatt of the board 
@& possible protection against all 
contagion without interference of 
importations may form a basis for 
a solution of this difficult situation. 
In the letter the chamber suggests 
the following: 

“The Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce, realizing the menace 
to the agricultural and herticul- 
tural industry of the United States, 
and perticularly to California, is 
convinced of the wisdom of the 
Federal Horticultural! Board in the 
application of quarantine 
methods as encompassed by quar- 
antine No, 37, and is desirous of 
strengthening rather than modify- 
ing all quarantine measures neces- 
sary to protection against further 
infection. 

“However, ‘the chamber realises 
that the commercial interests. as 
represented by the importer and 
the broker of vegetables and fruits, 
should have ve consideration, 
particularily so if we expect them 
to lend their strength in supporting 
quarantine measures. It would 
seem Ghat the esablishment of 
vacuum fumigators at our various 
ports of entry for the sterilization 
of all fruits and vegetables, in fact. 
eli merchandise and age, 
against insect pests, would f0 «a 
long way toward conciliati the 
commercial interests and offer a 
real economic measure in the con- 
sumption of time now required for 
inspection. cost of inspection and 
remove the human element of er- 
ror which. no matter how careful-

POLA’S CHRONOLOGY 

A chronology of Pola is as fol- 
lows: 

In 1912 she was in Warsaw. em- 
ployed in an opera ballet. (This 
she told Vadaez.) In 1914 she was 
in Berlin engeged in a small film 
company: she made two films which 
were unsuccessful. In 18915 she 
met Zelnik. In 1916 she was em- 
ployed by Ufa and scored a hit 
in “Carmen” with Laubitech. She 
scored another success in “Judas.” 
In 1917 she married. In 1918 the 
prima donna refused to play after 
the. scenes were arranged by the 
stage hands and the other act- 
resses ready in three different 
plays. In 1919 she obtained a di- 
voree. She met a French marquis 
whose social position she learned 
was no better than her former 
husband's. In 1921 she met 
Charities Chaplin in Berlin and in 
1822 in America.
